es In the state. 
At the present time 
there is no possibility of connecting 
the facts collected by the two depart­ 
m ents. .That they may be correlated 
and made the hauls for constructive 
m easures to rem ote the causes of 
preventable diseases and to lengthen 
human 
life la 
shown by the 
fact 
that 45 states have established such 
bureaus as a part of their health d e 


partmems. 
It Is essential to the state depart 
w ent of health that complete and 


accurate information of births and 
deaths may be available so the de 
partment may operate intelligently 


that It may determine "hat part of 
our mortality is preventable; that it 


may detect epidemic diseases prompt­ 
ly;* that it may apply the scientific 
knowledge of disease prevention at 
the time and in the place where it is 
most needed 
It is estimated that in 
the United States 1,500,000 persons 


til© each year and that 630,000 of 
these are due to preventable diseases 


In Ohio there are 85,000 deaths 
year and 28,000 ure due to prevent 
able causes. 
It is estimated that the 
bureau can be operated in the state 
department of health tor $15,000, as 
against a yearly budget of $30,000 
now necessary for its maintenance. 
This bill is now before the houae 
com m ittee on public health, of which 
Representative Whitaere is a mem 
her. 
It comes up for consideration by 
this committee Tuesday morning, and 
to get the bill before the house this 
com mittee must report it favorably. 
It will have Mr. W hitaere’» support, it 
is understood.

Theft of mail from private delivery 
boxes in apartm ent houses and office 
buildings is now punishable by a tine 
of $1*000 or Imprisonment for three 
years in a federal penitentiary, or 
both fine and imprisonment, accord­ 
ing to a new ruling of the postofflce 
department- 
Heretofore, the depart­ 
ment has contended that the delivery 
of mail to private boxes ended its re­ 
sponsibility, 
and 
when 
mail 
was 
stolen from them the m atter was left 
to the police departments. 
Under the reeem ruling theft from 
a private box will be punished under 
the statute of March 9, 1909, which 
provides a fine of $1,000 or imprison­ 
ment for not more than three years 
or both. The new ruling. It is found, 
presents another problem, £or under 
the strict Interpretation of the statutes 
governing postal 
boxes, 
advertise­ 
ments. bills and other m atter which 
are not mail may not be placed in 
the apartm ent house mail boxes.

The graveyard 
bill is a measure introduced by Sena­ 
tor Uehne of William* county pre­ 
scribing how* public burial vaults, se­ 
pulchers' and mausoleums shall be con­ 
structed and putting their operations 
under direction of the board of health 


That just show's there is no limit 
to what jumping about the assembly 
may do. To say nothing of bills about 
ginseng, red Hags, dead horses, tiling 
of 
ditches, 
baby 
carriages, 
short 
freight trains, dams, fish, signal lights 
injunctions and the myriud of other 
m atters covered hy bills already in 
troduced. 
“They ain’t no limit.” 


John Cowan of Putnam county, who 
used to be chairman of the bous* 
committee on finance, is strong for 
his dam bill. 
He has Introduced a 
bill which will restore the “ole swim 
mln’ hole." 
The Cowan measure will 
permit 
boards of township trustees or county 
commissioners 
to 
dam 
up 
small 
stream s in their districts for the pro­ 
pagation of fish, or for any reason so 
long as il makes a dam and the own 
ers of the property give permission 
Such dams will furnish a fine fishing 
place, a good swimming hole or a 
nice cool shore for picnic parties. 
“Aud In the winter the children 
could skate on it, or the Ice could b* 
cut. for consumption.” said \lr. Cowan, 
who has many angle* from which to 
argue for his legilatlon
